Place Got Too Warm, 


MR. HAWES MADE A SPEECH 


‘fT00 MANY ASPIRANTS CROWD 
’ HIS OFFICE. 


Chief Campbell Delivered a Brief Ad- 
dress to the Captains, Informing 
Them That He Is Still the 
Chief of Police. 


The police department is a storm center 
§ust now. Happenings have’ followed each 
other with bewildering rapidity since the 
Post-Dispatch announced exclusively that 
Chief Campbell had been offered the posi- 
tios of chief of police at Manila. 

Chief Campbell is in the very center of 
the disturbance, and everything in the de- 


partment is whirling about him. 

Two important: incidents occurred at the 
meeting of the police board Tuesday after- 
noon. 

President Harry B. Hawes ‘called all the 
captains before him, and, in a sarcastic 
speech, besought them not to take all his 
time and jeopardi# his nervous system by 
worrying him with their wire-pulling for 
Campbell’s job. | 

‘The man is not dead vet, gentlemen,’’ is 
the substance of what he says. ‘“‘At least 
wait until he is on his death-bed.’’ 

This speech moved Chief Campbell to a 
Epeech. 

Hie said he had been apointed for four 
years and couldn't be removed, except for 
cause and after a trial upon charges. 

“And I serve notice now,” he said, in his 
emphatic way, “that 1 won't get out until 
1 get ready to resign. I1 won't be forced 
out.”’ 


Chief Expects 
to Go to Manila. 


Chief Campbell's speech was taken by all 
who heard it to mean that he expected to 
receive the Manila appointment. but that if 
any accident happened to cut him out of 
that he proposed te hang on to his St. Louis 
job until his term expires. 

Another developement of recent days is 
that Charles H. Jones, private secretary 
to the chief and Roscoe ©. Shaw, private 
stenographer-to the chief, are arranging 
t6 accompany him to Manila. They are put- 
ting in their spare time studying Spanish, 
so that when they arrive in Manila they 
will be able to order a meal without resort- 
ing to sign language. 

A third development is that Lieut. John- 
son has been relieved of the task of sup- 
pressing gambling, chiefly for. the reason 
that he didn't succeed, and Assistant Chief 
of Detectives James Smith, has been chos- 
en by Chief Campbell to take up the work 
This is not to be taken as any reductioh 
for Smith, but rather as an evidence of 
the chief's confidence in Smith’s ability as 
a. detective.

Stitutional convention, which was tuily ex- 
piainea and vigorousiy urged by Mr. F. N. 
Judsen in an articie entiteid, “‘The Munic- 
ipai Crisis,’’ pubiisheu in the. Post-Dis- 
patch of Nov. 19. 

In this articie, which was republished in 
other publications, Mr. Judson exhaustively 
discussed ail remedies, but showeu conclus- 
iveiy that the speediest and most elfective 
would be @ constituiionai convention.

CITY OF WASHINGTON IN 1834. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The national 
capital is in gala attire today in celebration 
of the one hundredth anniversary of the 
establishment of the seat of federal govern- 
ment at Washington, and for the time be- 
ing the wheels of government have ceased 
revolving, business public and private is 
suspended, while the president and his cab- 
inet, the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, federal judiciary, the governors of 
many states and a great concourse of citi- 
zens and visitors join in the festivities of 
the day. Perhaps never again will this gen- 
eration witness such a significant gather- 
ing of the heads of states and of the chiet 
executive of the nation. One hundred years 
ago the transfer of the seat of government 
was made from Philadelphia to Washington 
and the site previously selected by Presi- 
dent Washington was taken possession of 
by the various branches of government, 
President and Mrs. Adams driving over 
from Philadelphia, the Senate and House 
holding their sessions here for the first 
time. or months Washington has been 
preparing for a fitting commemoration ot 
this interesting historical event, and the 
celebration today is designed to bring out 
the development which a century has 
brought forth both in the capital and in the 
nation. 

Pennsylvania avenue is a blaze of color 
from end to end, the business houses be- 
ing hung with bunting, flags and patriotic 
devices. The great public buildings add 
their share to the brilliancy of the spec- 
tacle. From the front of the treasury 
radiates an enormous sunburst of red, 
white and blue. Further on, the war, state 
and navy departments, and the department 
of justice are resplendent in the national 
colors. At the other end of Pennsylvania 
avenue the massive front of the Capito! 
was hung with long streamers, and from 
th® dome fluttered a myriad of flags, while 
the front of the huge ~ostoffice department 
was covered with the national colors. 

The program of the day began with a re- 
ception at 10 o'clock by President McKin- 
ley and members of his cabinet to the gov- 
ernors of the states and territories at the 
executive mansion. This was ff#llowed by 
the unveiling in the east room of the mode!

If there is a verdict against the prisoner a 
motion for a new trial, or a motion in arrest 
of judgment, will be made, anda day set for 
its argument. And then if such motions are 
overruled, time will be given for the prepa- 
ration of an appeal. 

Jessie Morrison bears the strain of sus- 
pense and uncertainty with remarkable for- 
titude. She takes great delight in the 
scores of sympathetic letters which she and 
other members of her family receive. Judge 
Morrison said this morning that in case of 
acquittal his daughter would probably leave 
Eldorado, where there is such intense and 
almost*universal prejudice against her. 

“But we have not made our plans yet, 
said Judge Morrison. ‘Jessie will not, how- 
ever, continue to live here.”’

THEY SAY THE CENTRAL SCHOOL 
IS TOO FAR AWAY. 


North Side Business Men’s League 
Has Taken Up the Matter and Will 
Agitate in-Lavor of a 
Branch. 


North #t. Louis is preparing an educa- 
dional otup. It will endeavor to save its 
s0n6 afd daughters much time, labor and 
expense by obtaining the establishment of 
a branch High School in the north end of 
town. The location of the present Central 
School is such as to seriously inconvenience 
many of the students whose homes are on 
the North Side, and it is thought that if a 
branch school existed it wculd not only be 
of-benefit to the scholars but to the High 
School itself, relieving the present conges- 
tion there. 

The North St. Louis Business Associa- 
tion has taken the matter up. The board 
of directors will make a report on the num- 
ber of North Side pupils attending the pub- 
lic school, the inconveniences these have to 


endure, and on the practicability of the 
proposed remedy for the existing condition. 
A general meeting of the association will 
discuss the subject on Thursday, Dec. 13. 

William Kramme, president of the asso- 
ciation, is one of those greatly interested 
in the new project. To the Post-Dispatch 
he said: 

“The idea is no new one. It has been 
forced into our minds ever since the open- 
ing of the Central High School. Our chil- 
dren have long distances to travel in order 
to get to school. There are very few of the 
North End children Who do not spend at 
least an hour on the cars in going to and 
from school. In cold and inclement weather 
it ceases to be a mere nuisance and be- 
comes a serious matter for some of the 
younger and more delicate children. 

“In a city like St. Louis, where there is 
a vast amount of territory ‘covered, it looks 
like poor policy to. have a central institu- 
tion of the kind. To the poorer people it 
is a positive injustice, as it removes the 
possibility of saving carfares by walking. 

he logical way is to divide the city 
into sections and give each its separate 
echool. Now that we have a comparatively 
new central school it is impossible to hope 
for the realization of this idea completely 
at any time in the near future. Still the 
North Side is of the opinion that something 
ought to be done in this direction, and in- 
tends te make the effort. 

“At the next meeting of our North Side 
Business Men's League the matter will be 
fully considered. The probable result of 
that meeting will be the appointment of 
& committee to lay the matter before the 
School Board and proceed through them. 
This is only in reference to our own side 
of town. Whether the other end of the city 
will start a similar movement or not has 
no concern with us.’ 

Mr. Kramme is a prominent North Side 
merchant, and is roweent of the Kramme 
Dry Goods Co. ‘He voices the opinion of 
the other mémbers of the association and 
of the residents of that part of town.

“I did not abduct or kidnap Carnation,” 
he said to the Post-Dispatch, ‘‘as others 
would make believe.

WILL HAVE FIRST CHOICE. 


CALLS FROM CRIPPLE CREEK 


An Agent of the Miners, a Property 
Owner in Cripple Creek, Wiil Open 
an Office in This City. 


Single women of St. Louls who look upon 
marriage as a business speculation and 
have little faith in Jove as a necessary ele- 
ment thereof will have an opportunity to 
put their theory into practice in a few days. 

Rudolph Weinar, an enterprising citizen 
of Cripple Creek, Colo., has announced his

Maybe Hamned would never have 
paid any attention to the exhortations of 
the army workers but for the fact that 
the beauty of one of the lassies caught 
his eye. His admiration for her soon de- 
veloped an undeniable langing to embrace 
the Christian religion, which she repre- 
sented.
